Bank, was 
arraigned. ~onrthe -indictment charging' 
specifically that he had forged a re- 
ceipt for S300 to H. O, and 
Blanche 


Crawmer, a receipt for three $100 cer- 
tificates of -paid-up stock. 


The defendant was told to stand up 


and plead to the indictment. 
Clerk 


Mockwort read the indictment, to 
which James F. Lingafelter 
listened 


attentively. Occasionally his tongue 
would wet -his lips, but otherwise he 
was absolutely unmoved. 


Judge Coyner, at the conclusion of 


the reading said: "How do you plead, 
Mr. Lingafelter, to this indictment?" 


"Not guilty," was the reply, in tones 


that were heard distinctly in every 
part of the court room. 


The jury was then called. 
Mr. Stillwell asked Mr. James T. 


Witherow whe'ther he was not an at- 
torney for him and Mr. Owen against 
him in a case now pending in the 
Knox county court. 
He said.. "Yes," 


and was excused. Mr. H. T. Sapp was 
called, also Alex Bricker. Mr. Bricker 
was excused, as.

He claimed the privilege and 
the law was read to Judge Coyner 
which was conclusive upon the sub- 
ject that an attorney was not com- 
pelled to sit on a jury- Mr- Sanderson 
was excused by order of the court 
George. Rowley, O. M. Arnold. George 
McKee of the original panel were sick. 
The court took a short recess to allow 
A. J. Ban- and Isaac Harmer to come 
from Centerburg on a*"Eelatpd_- .train. 
Both were qualified. The jury which 
will try J. F. Lmgatelter for forgery 
is given at the heaa of this dispatch.

A report this morning 
said that sixty bodies had been found 
but this is as yet unconfirmed. 


It is known that at 3 o'clock the 


diggers were near the place where the 
entombed men were supposed to be. 
A telephone' message today from Bess- 
emer, says that practically all hopes 
of finding the .men. alive has been 
abandoned. 


Wives and children of the entombed 


men hovejed around the mouth of the 
mine all 'night and many pitiable 
scenes were presented. Not a person 
slept in Virginia last night and scores 
of miners .from throughout the dis- 
trict hurried to the place to aid in the 
work of rescue. 


By 9 o'clock this morning nine 


bodies had been taken from the mine. 
Over 100 bodies are still in the mine 
and it is eeftainty the men are dead. 
Women and children camped all night 
at the 
mines, 
keeping themselves 


warm by fires built in the rain. Their 
cries could be heard some distance 
and as each body was brought to the 
surface, a new wail of heart-rending 
anguish would go up. 


The faces of the dead men were so 


begrimed with dirt that they were un- 
recognizable at first glance and each 
woman, thought the dead man 
her 


husband or brother. The men are one 
.thousand feet J[rorn the surface. Three 
"" --""'-'"-*" are lit "•work.Tmt it is im- 
possible to tell when they will reach 
the great majority of the bodies on 
account of the mass of earth between 
them and the dead. It is the worst 
mine disaster in the history of Ala- 
bama. 
It is certain there are fully 


one hundred dead and there mav be 
more. State President Edward Flynn 
of the United Mine Workers is in 
charge of the rescue work. 


The number of men in the mine 


when the explosion occurred is now 
placed at 116, including two bodies al- 
ready recovered. 


Birmiaghara, Ala., Feb. 21.—More 


than a hundred miners were entombed 
by an explosion in the Virginia mine, 
18 miles southwest of this city, and 
it is believed all are dead. The 
explosion 
is 
believed 
to 
have 


been caused by an accumulation of 
dust, although the mine has heretofore 
been noted for being entirely free 
from dust. It is also believed that as 
the entire quota has probably been- 
killed, the details of the cause of the 
disaster will never Tje known. 


Relief trains with 
surgeons and 


workmen were dispatched from both 
Birmingham and Bessemer as soon as 
the news of the disaster was -learned. 
They began the work of succor in 
earnest. The slopes are well arranged 
and there has never been tbe least 
trouble in the mines before. They are 
owned by tbe Alabama Steel & Wire 
company, but are leased and operated 
by Reid & Company. 


Between 31° and 
135 men were 


employed. President Flynn of the 
United Mine workers, and National 
Committeeman W. R. Fairly, together 
with -Toe Hallier. district organizer, 
have left for the scene. President 
Flynn said before leaving that there 
were 135 raon employed in the mine 
regularly, but as Monday was payday, 
he could not ?iy whether tho full quota 
was in the mine at the time of the 
disaster or tin*

The Countess is said to have indulged herself in orgies little less revolting 
than those of her husband. On the day ot the murder Murri, Naldi and Ros- 
sa Bonnetti awaited the Count in his rooms and when he entered threw him 
flown and stabbed him to death.

Mistakes la Sizing Up Modern War, 


It is so long since there hu« been a war 


comparable In magnitude to that lu tho 
fur easl that inlHtukes lu estimating 
the proportions In modern war are but 
natural. T. F. Mlllard's paper in Scrlb- 
uer's Magazine oil the new features of 
war IIH he wuw it in Munchurla gives 
the luijiresiiloii that the old terms and 
ideas npi'lled to battle descriptions 
have become obsolete. 
It Is inferred 


Iiy some of Mi1. Millard'H readers that 
In previous great wars the battk-Ueld 
was of limited extent and all under the 
eyes of the commander; that buttles 
were .speedily fought out like duels and 
any wide distribution of troops was im- 
possible except at the risk of disaster. 


Leiivlug Napoleon's greut battles out 


of account, our civil war may be cited 
as a war of stupendous proportions. 
The Seven Days' battles of 1802 began 
and ended lit points over twenty miles 
apart and all on the same tactical Hue. 
The Confederates refer to this series 
as the battle of Kichuiond, and that 
view makes it one field, corresponding 
in all perhaps but numbers engaged 
with Liuoyang. At Gettysburg Lee's 
line of battle was ten miles long, and 
lighting took place now at oue extrem- 
ity and then at the other and agaiu iu 
the center. The combating linos in the 
"Wilderness were teii miles long, and 
not alone the army commanders, but 
the corps and division commanders, 
could riot see the operations of their 
troops. 
The Chickamauga battlefield 


was ten miles long, and at Spottsy'lva- 
nia Court House Grant's line was eight 
miles loiitf. At Spottsylvauiu the fight- 
ing was continuous from- -May Sf to May 
21 in the same sense that the battle on 
Sha river was continuous for ten days. 


In the sixties there was no telephone, 


but there were field telegraph lines aft- 
er 18(51, and commanders sent battle or- 
ders and received reports in the heat 
of action over the wires. And surely 
Mr. Milliard's statement that it is "prac- 
tically impossible to stampede a disci- 
plined army by a dramatic coup on 
some part of the field, ar formerly fre- 
quently happened," does not apply to 
the civil war or any great war of the 
nineteenth century. There were count- 
less dramatic coups and stampedes in 
the sixties, but on no field of that time 
was a disciplined army stampeded by 
a dramatic coup or even by a succes- 
sion of coups. Mr. Millard's context 
shows that he has in mind the stain? 
pede of a wfiole army. 


Public Franchise and Public Rights. 


What a public-franchise is and does are 


explained in the New York World with 
a view to showing the status of the 
owner or operator and the public be- 
fore the law. The granting of a public 
franchise is held to be proof that the 
public is a party to the contract. A 
franchise gives a monopoly of certain 
business. 
It excludes 
competition. 


Competition regulates price, but the 
operator of a franchise is entitled to 
charge "what is fair and reasonable." 
Says the World: 


Any private citizen refusing to pay an 


unfair or unreasonable charge has a good 
legal defense, and the operator of the 
franchise cannot refuse to continue the 
service provided he is secured in the 
payment of whatever the court decides he 
is entitled to. This applies to gas. elec- 
tricity, telephones, railroads and all the 
like. 


The point to be solved is how to .de- 


termine what constitutes "a fair and 
reasonable price" in justice to the op- 
erator of the franchise and to the pri- 
vate citizen. The public must use the 
service of the monopoly or go without, 
and the granting of the franchise is an 
assumption that it is essential to public 
welfare. 
Naturally the rights of the 


citizerf come first in the theory of the 
law. 


The phenomena of dreams, presenti- 


ments and the like, which are some- 
times ascribed to thought transference 
and other occult agencies, have been 
probed by Dr. Herman Swaboda of 
Vienna. 
This scientist accounts for 


the manifestations on the theory that 
the impressions and events recorded by 
the brain recur after certain specified 
intervals—in the case of men after 
twenty-three days and in the case of 
women after twenty-eight days. The 
well known "flying dream." he says, 
will ocx-ur twenty-three or twenty- 
eight days after the subject has made 
use of arms and legs in an abnormal 
manner, as when dancing, skating and 
bicycling.

foreseen in dreams are the suggestions 
of impressions recorded in the past.

The investigation of the Standard

Provides For Two Battleships. 


Washington, Feb. 21.— -The house 


passed the naval appropriation bill. 
carrying a total of $99.914,359. 
The 


provision for two battleships, as re- 
ported by the committee on naval af- 
fairs, was retained. Both the major- 
ity and minority were badly divided 
over Hie proposition, at least 40 mem- 
bers of the latter going ovor to the 
Republicans, while about 
an equal 


number of Republicans voted in op- 
position.

The proposed 
increase of 3,200 men and officers for.

was also the provision authorizing the 
construction of a collier somewhere 
else than at the Mare Island navy 
yard in California.

inserted for the proper equipment of 
the Mare island yard.

vanaerbiit Recovers Tax. 


Washington, Feb. 21. — The supreme 


court of the United States decided 
that William K. Vanderbilt may re- 
cover money paid into the treasury 
of the L' rated States as an inheritance 
tax, 
under the war levenue act of 1898, 


by William K. Vanderbilt as executor 
for Aitrcd G. Vandi-rbilt. The money 
paid under protest amounted to $541,- 
000. 
The court held that payment 


could not be exacted until the bene- 
ficiary of the inheritance came into 
possession of h*rs property. 


Indian Appropriation Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 21 —The Indian 


appropriation bill as agreed upon by 
the committee on Indian affairs, and 
reported to the senate, contains the 
folowing amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Bard of California: "That no por- 
tion of the funds appropriated by thi1; 
act. nor the principal nor interest of 
any Indian trust or tribal funds held 
by the United States for the benefit of 
any Indian tribe shall be available nor 
be expended for the support of any 
sectarian or denominational school." 


University of the United States. 
Washington, Feb. 21. — Senator Prye 


introduced in the senate a bill for the 
establishment of the University of the 
United States. It provides for the use 
of the grounds designated by Presi- 
dent Washington as university square 
and for the service of the president of 
the United States, the chief justice of 
the supreme court and the commis- 
sioner of labor on board of regents. 
The bill is similar to one which has 
been introduced in congress in several 
previous sessions. 


Kansas Anil-Trust Law Valid. 


Washington. Feb. 21.— The validity 


of the Kansas anti-trust law was up- 
held by 
the supreme court of the 


United States in an opinion by Justice 
Brewer in 
tbe case of Edmund .1. 


Smiley^ plaintiff in error, versus the 
state of Kansas. 
Smiley in 1900 was 


secretary of the State Grain Dealers' 
association, and the allegation in this 
case was that he organized the whsat 
dealers in the town of Bison, Rush 
county, into a trust to control the 
price of wheat at that place.

Opposed by Railroads. 


Guthrie, Okla., Feb. 21.—The Max- 


well bill, creating-a board of railway 
commissioners, was passed 
by the 


lower house of the" legislature by de- 
cisive vote of 20 1jo 3. It is a combi- 
nation of the Kansas and Texas rail- 
way commission laws and'was opposed 
by the railroads. It is almost certain 
the measure will pass'the upper house. 
The bill provides for two commission- 
ers, with the governor as an ex-offielo 
member, an auditor, a secretary, a 
clerk and a stenographer, carrying sal- 
aries aggregating $11,700. 


Pennsy to Spend Millions. 


The Pennsylvania railroad 'company 


will this year buy new equipment cost- 
ing not less than $23,000,000, and if the 
entire program is earned out as ar- 
ranged, the cost will be $27,000,00. De- 
cision was reached in New York last 
week to order 2,000 additional freight 
cars, to.be divided between the Penn- 
sylvania railroad 'and the Western 
lines. Already contracts have 
been 


placed for 12,3000 cars, so that with 
the present order, 15.300 cars will have 
been ordered by th'e Pennsylvania for 
delivery this year. 
These cars will 


cost about $1,000 each, of §15,300,000 
in the aggregate. ' Contracts have been 
placed with outside builders for 370 lo- 
comotives. The company has arranged 
to build 150 locomotives at its Juniata 
shops. 
Beyond this, 
arrangements 


have been made for such part of 200 
more locomotives as may be needed 
later, while about fifty more can be 
built in the Juniata shops. Thus the 
complete schedule contemplates 770 
new locomotives, which at $15,000 each 
would cost $11,550,000.
